O ne of the m ost rem arkable and 
useful m en ever born rn Am erica is 
D r G eorge W ashington C arver, the 
Negro scientist of the Tuskagee In ­ 
stitu te 
Back in IHM night raiders 
carried away to A rkansas an u n ­ 
nam ed Negro baby and his m other 
M oses C arver, owneer of th e slave 
m other and child, caught up w ith 
them , and traded his $300 horse for 
th e child 
T he m other continued 
w ith th e raiders. 
So a le rt was this child's m ind 
th a t 
he was given the nam e of 
G eorge W ashington 
Up to th e age 
of 20. however, he could neither read 
nor w rite, but as these accom plisn- 
m en ts cam e to him , his spirit was 
aroused 
and he worked his way 
through High School and th e Iowa 
S la te College of A griculture. 
L ater 
he joined the faculty and soon was 
invited to Tuskegee, where he has 
since been the director of th e d e­ 
p artm en t of agricultural research, 
and w here he has astounded th e 
world w ith his alm ost m iraculous 
discoveries 
T hom as Edison once offered him 
8100,000.00 to join him at his New 
Jersey laboratory and to aid him in 
his research in the m aking of syn­ 
th etic rubber, but th e m odest C arver 
refused saying. 
God didn’t charge 
for his work in m aking peanuts 
grow, so I won t charge for m ine.'’ 
A hungry’ m an once stopped th e 
g reat scientist and asked for a dune. 
T houghtfully he n u lled to his com ­ 
p anion and said 
I t’s pitiful p iti­ 
f u l ” 
Pointing to th e weeds grow ­ 
ing by the roadside, and to the w'ild 
plum s overhead, he exclaim ed.
